W asmINGTON, June 22.

The past week basbeen a Jearth of news. The
diseontented ones, instead of blaming the administra-
tion which will not act, have been quizzing the comet,
which did not come.

During the stay of Gen. Wm. Walker in this city,
we, infected with the mania for sight-seeing, were
among LLe first to call upon him. Picture to your-
selves a short compact man, with a figure squarely
and firmly built, with muscles alinost starting out
trom the skin, with a deep but wavering eye, and a
face, so browned by the kisses of a Southern sua,
that its vriginal complexion can scarcely be distin-
guished, and you have a full, correct, and unmis-
tukeable daguerreotype of Walker. His physique is
an admirable index of his morale ; il impresses one
with an ilea of efficiency, rather than cf yersever-
ance ; of energy, rather than of the more lasting
qualities.

He was not received with any very immense en-|
thusiasm. His apartments at Brown's were, of
course, a rendezvous for many warm friends; but
there was no publie reception, no hororing serenade,
no weleoming oration. In other cities he has been
me! with flatteriug demonstiations ; but the heart of
the Metropolis was cold. He held no official com-
munication with the General Government, unless a
letter, intended for newspaper circulation, nominally
aldressed to Mr. Bachanan, may be termed official.
If he came among us to lay his case Lefore the nd-‘
ministration, he bas left his ohject unaccomplished. '

We found him full of hope. He spoke cheerfully |
of the future, and traced to foreign interference 1heJ
failures of the past. He said that history would |
avenge him, and that ** the darkest page in the re-|

ord of this century would tcll that the goveinment |
of the United States stood tamely by, while the secret |
inflaence of France and England were erushing out!
Aun.¢tican enterprise on Nicaraguan soil.” [

We could but admire the man, so crushed, yet |
clinging so desperately to the last chance.

W hat will this giant, this congueror of tlie impos.
sibile, this Animus, gaining fresh sirength from every |
defeat, attempt now ? He says that be will return, !
and that “ from the burning houses of Punta Arenas, |
ke will look fortk upon vanquished Costa Rica.” A
lew months will solve that problem. We have heard
too much of that kind of thing to believe without the
evidence.

Should Le succeed in arousing the popular fury,
for even a briel time, his projcct is far from improb
able. A few hundred Americans in Nicaragua have
shown what as many thousands could have done.—
v alker expresses his doubts of the present adminis-
tration, yet he dec ares his intention to die, if need
be, in the service of the cause.

Won'd to Gud that he had died before he covered
the glory of his t iumphs with the ignominy of de- |
defeat! Napoleon at St. Helena, and Walker at !
Washinglon, are only different in degree; in kind, |
they are ihe same objects of pity.

When a fillibuster goes forth to win a country,
whetker Irom motives of private ambition orof pub-
lic good, be must succeed or perish. He isolates him-
self from all ties of nativity; be can claim the pro-
tection of no fostering government ; he is his own
monarea ; and he should be his own fate. William
Walker, dead beneath the ruins of San Juan del Sur,
would bave left his memory as a monument of Amer- |
ican valor, and his name as a rallying cry for Amer-
ican progress; Wm. Wa ker, alive amongst us, can
claim no higher place than Koessuth, the beggar, and
Ko:zta, the refugee. We cease to worship the myth,
when we begin to criticise the n.an.

We have always sustained the course of Walker.
Up to the last crowning act of his career, we were |
willing 10 believe that he was formed upon the Ca
satian model. But we remember now that Ca:ar
did not recross the Rubicon.

The agony is over; our eyes are no longer d«zzled
by the light of rapid victories ; and we may calmly |
and dispissionately consider the subject, of which |
this man is a creation. Do such expeditions answer
a good and just purpose? They are, to be sure, F-tep_-l‘
in the proper cirection ; but they are steps made in
the da:k, upon a slippery and unknown road. He
who falls is a stumbling block to 1hose who may come
after him. Crabbe, in Mexico, has done more towards
breaking the prestige of the American name, than all
vur lailures of arws or diplomacy in that region.—
He. too, instead of dying with arms in hi8 hands,
sarrendered bis followers to a cruel and barbarous
enemy.

The great end—t! e bringing into this Union of
Cuba, Mexico aud Central America—is farther than |
ever from its accomplishment. This result alone
will show Low woise than useless, in a national point |
of view, have been the effuris of the fillibusiers.— |
All this territory must necessarily be ours, whether
by econquest, by treaties, or by purchase; and filli-
bustering, unless it aitains thiz end more quickly
than might be expected in the natural course of|
things, 18, instead of being an impetus to our jyro
gress, a positive drag vpon it.  Buy, il these adven
turcrs scek only their own private emolument—if, in |
their expeditions, they wish only tq open fresh chan-
nels, throngh which the bad blood of ihe nation may |
run 1iot—then are they eutirely unworthy of thai|
public attentiép, which they so fully engross. Then, |
indeed, du they deserve that treatment, which is me-
ted out to disloyal eitizens, who stand in the way of
their country’s interests.

As 10 the tuture of Walker, we will not attempt
a prophecy. He has done so much, and so lite,
that he (annol be measured Ly any known s andard.
As heroes ae now-a-days, he has in bim many of the
elements of a hero. We know that he has met with
many unforeseen difficulties ; bul men, who set furth
upon a caieer like his, must expect such difficaltics,
anid be prepareu for them. It s useless for him to
complain now ; his bravery in the past demands, it
least, fortitude in the present. Should he return 1o
Nicaragua—should he Americanize that country, and
fit it to associate with Amezican States—then, indeed,
may he stand before posterily as a patriot. . As yet,
we have been compelled to 1ake his motives on credit;
let him not endeavor to renew the bond, unless he
intends 1o pay it with ultinate triomph.

The artist was
much affected by this simple recital, and inquired
who was her landlord. ¢ There he is, replied the

the progress of the sale ; and he was recognized by
the painter as a person who was suspected of having
amassed a considerable fortune by usury, so that to
make any appeal to his feelings on behalf of the poor
widow would be useless. The artist was consider-
ing with himsclf what other plan he could adopt to
benefit her, when the crier announced a picture for
sale.

 [ollow their mischievous, if not dangerous obstinacy.
| The position of the Democratic party, snd, it is
| scaicely necessary to add, the position of the admin-
istration, in regard to existing difficulties in Kansas,
cannot be misunderstood. It is that the people of the
Territory have the right to settle the character of
their institutions. If a considerable or inconsidera-
ble portion of their number conceive that they can
impair and ult:mately destroy that right by creating
difficulties and disturbances, or by taking no part in
the elections, they labor nnder an error of which they
cannot be too soun disabused : for the Democratie,
conservative portion of the country will regard as
the people of Kansas only such as are now uniting to
frame a form of government in accordance with the
provisions of Jaw, and not those who are seeking to
paralyze the popular will by illegal subterfuges and
| the quibbles of fanaticism.

Whatever the constitution may be—whether re-
| eognising or excluding slavery, or silent in regird
| to the institution—it will be viewed as the expression
'of the will oi the people of Kansas, as those who

frame 1l will act under the federal constitution, and
\in a manner recognised by the organic law.

The administration, we ure quite sure,stands on the
doctiine of non-intervention, in the strictest sense of
the term, anl will insist to the extent of its constitu-
tional power that the peo le of tha Territory shall
manage their own affairs in their own way.
